My  Lord  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  follows  the  general 
arrangement  suggested  in  Circular  743  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  As  in  the 
past,  the  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Service  appears  separately,  and  for  its 
compilation  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Galbraith,  the  Senior  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer. 

The  health  of  the  City  during  1926  has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
The  Infant  Mortality  rate  especially  shows  a  decided  improvement,  the  number 
of  deaths  per  1,000  births  having  fallen  from  86  in  1925  to  65  during  1926. 
It  should  be  noted  also  that  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  65  is  below  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales,  viz.,  70. 

The  death-rate,  which  stood  at  12*4  per  1,000  living  for  1925,  also  fell 
to  12-0. 

The  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  year  were  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  to  the  Fever  Hospital  Extension  Scheme  and  the  making  of  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  treatment  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia.  At  the 
close  of  the  year,  in  compliance  with  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act, 
1926,  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  made  an  inspection  of  the  premises 
proposed  to  be  registered  as  Maternity  Homes.  This  is  a  further  development 
of  the  City’s  scheme  for  the  supervision  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work. 

The  facilities  offered  by  the  Maternity  Hospital  are  becoming  better  known 
to  and  appreciated  by  the  public,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  374  mothers  were 
admitted  during  1926,  as  compared  with  316  in  the  previous  year.  During  the 
past  two  years,  690  mothers  have  passed  through  the  Hospital  without  a  single 
maternal  death  having  taken  place.  As  a  very  considerable  number  were 
complicated  cases  and  seriously  ill,  this  successful  result  reflects  great  credit 
on  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 
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During  the  year  the  City  was  free  from  any  severe  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease. 

Appended  to  this  Report  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Crusade  Committee,  drawn  up  by  Miss  Coning. 

I  beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  my  colleagues 
in  other  Departments  for  the  help  given  to  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties.

It  is  a  military  centre  (the  headquarters  of  the 
Northern  Command),  with  extensive  cavalry  and  infantry  barracks,  a  large 
military  hospital,  and  a  camp  adjacent  to  the  City,  6  miles  out.  It  is  an 
ecclesiastical  centre,  and  the  See  of  an  Archbishopric.

THE  BIRTH-RATE.— The  total  number  of  births  notified  to  me  by  the 
Sub-Registrars  during  the  52  weeks  ended  1st  January,  192/,  was  1,584,  but 
of  these  a  nett  total  of  31  births  has  been  deducted  by  the  Registrar-General 
(on  a  system  introduced  during  1911)  as  not  belonging  to  the  City,  the 
mothers  having  been  brought  into  the  City  for  child-birth.  The  nett  City 
total  of  births  for  the  year  was,  therefore,  1,553.

THE  GENERAL  DEATH-RATE. 

The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the  City  of  York  during 
the  52  weeks  ended  January  1st,  1927,  was  l,03o. 

If  the  deaths  of  12  members  of  the  armed  forces,  and  of  92  civilians  who 
died  in  York  but  who  did  not  belong  to  the  City  (“Non-Residents”  or  “  Outward 
Transfers  ”)  be  deducted,  and  those  of  83  civilian  citizens  who  died  outside  the 
City  (“Residents”  or  “Inward  Transfers”)  be  added  (as  required),  the  nett  total 
number  of  deaths  of  York  civilian  citizens  was  1,012,  giving  a  nett  recorded 
death-rate  of  12*0  per  1,000  living  of  civilian  population.

DISEASES  OF  THE  HEART.— Our  total  number  of  deaths  due  to  Diseases 
of  the  Heart  was  183,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death-rate  of  2T6  per  1,000  living. 

The  certification  of  the  exact  kind  of  Heart  Disease  is  so  often  stated  in 
vague  terms  that  classification  is  rendered  very  difficult.  The  certification  in 
1926  gives  the  following  totals: — 

Indefinitely  certified  as  “Heart  Disease”  or  “Cardiac  Disease,”  58; 
“Valvular  Disease,”  54;  Fatty  and  other  forms  of  degeneration,  68;  other 
conditions,  3 ;  total,  183.  135  of  these  deaths  occurred  between  the  ages 
of  55  and  85. 

CANCER: — Under  the  title  “ Cancer ”  are  comprised: — Deaths  from  Cancer, 
Carcinoma ,  “  Malignant  Disease Scirrhus ,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma,  Yillous  Tumour 
and  Papilloma  of  Bladder ,  and  Rodent  Ulcer — different  terms  for,  or  different 
structural  manifestations  of,  the  disease.

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In  January,  1926,  the  following  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
was  presented  to  the  Health  Committee: — 

“  YORK  CITY  FRYER  HOSPITAL. 

One  of  the  present  Wards  and  the  present  Administrative  Block  were  erected 
m  1179,  and  the  second  added  in  1888.  In  the  latter  year  the  population  of  York 
was  estimated  at  65, COO.  The  population  now  is  estimated  to  be  86,380,  and  the 
only  addition  to  the  Fever  Hospital  accommodation  has  been  the  small  wooden  hut 
erected  in  1920,  which  is  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  only  five  patients. 

Ihe  Ministry  of  Health,  in  a  letter  dated  October,  1920,  referring  to  the  small 
wrooden  hutment,  stated  ‘  the  total  accommodation  provided  at  the  Hospital  for 

in  Ihe  Ministry’s  opinion,  very  inadequate  for  the 
population  to  be  served.  The  Ministry  request  that  the  Town  Council  will  carefully 

consider  the  advisability  of  still  further  increasing  the  accommodation  for  cases  of 

acute  Infectious  Disease.  ’ 

Formerly,  the  Smallpox  Bungalow  (22  beds)  was  available  in  cases  of  severe 
pressure  on  the  accommodation  at  Yearsley  Bridlge,  During  the  Week  ended 
2nd  January,  1926,  203  new  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  England  and  Wales, 
and  62  of  these  were  in  Yorkshire,  As  the  prevalence  of  Smallpox  is  increasing 
instead  of  diminishing,  it  is  necessary  to  keep  the  Simallpox  Bungalow  empty  in 
order  to  be  prepared  for  the  immediate  admission  of  a  case  of  Smallpox.  This  is  an 
additional  handicap  to  the  working  of  the  Hospital, 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  York  has  a  very  high  percentage  of  its  workers 
employed  in  the  confectionery  trade,  about  8  per  cent,  of  the  City’s  population— 
in  fact  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  engaged  in  the  cocoa,  chocolate  and  confectionery 
industry  of  England  and  Wales.  When  the  confectionery  worker  is  resident  in  a 
house  in  which  a  case  of  Infectious  Disease  has  occurred,  the  firms  require  that  he 
should  remain  off  work  until  the  case  has  been  removed  to  Hospital,  the  house 
disinfected,  and  four  clear  days  have  elapsed.  The  only  alternative  is  for  the  worker 
or  workers  of  the  household  to  go  into  lodgings  until  the  case  has  recovered. 
Otherwise  the  worker  is  unable  to  follow  his  employment  for  say  6  or  8  weeks.  This 
is  obviously  a  serious  matter  for  the  individuals  concerned. 

The  present  Scarlet  Fever  Ward  is  on  the  basis  of  2,000'  cubic  feet  per  person, 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  16  beds  only,  and  in  times  of  pressure  almost 
double  that  number  have  been  accommodated,  and  this  overcrowding  is  undoubtedly 
detrimental  to  the  patients.  Only  77.6  per  cent,  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were 
isolated  in  the  Hospital  during  1925,  as  compared  with  95.7  per  cent,  in  1920,  when 
the  Bungalow  was  available. 

The  average  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  treated  in  the  Fever  Hospital 
per  month  during  1925  was  24.5.  The  average  for  the  last  six  years  (1920 — 1925) 
has  been  22.7. 

We  have  not  experienced  any  difficulty  recently  in  dealing  with  Diphtheria  in 
our  present  Diphtheria  Block. 

During  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  we  have  no  accommodation 
for  any  other  Infectious  Diseases  such  as  Typhoid,  Erysipelas,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Pneumonia  complicating  Measles  or  Influenza,  Puerperal 
Fever,  &c. 
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The  medical  profession  of  the  City  sent  a  deputation  to  the  Health  Committee 
on  the  16th  July,  1925,  pressing  for  the  extension  of  the  Fever  Hospital 
accommodation. 

The  administration  arrangements  are  utterly  unsatisfactory.  The  kitchen  and 
laundry  are  very  small  and  unsuited  even  for  a  small  hospital ;  they  cannot  possibly 
be  modernized.  There  are  only  16  bed-rooms  for  the  present  staff  of  23,  and  no 
separate  accommodation  for  the  staff  when  ill.  It  would,  therefore,  be  impossible 
to  extend  the  Hospital  unless  additional  kitchen,  laundry  and  sleeping  accommodation 
for  the  staff  were  provided. 

The  Ambulance  and  [Disinfecting  Station  at  Foss  Islands  should  be  placed  in  the 
grounds  of  the  Fever  Hospital,  so  that  one  boiler  might  supply  steam  for  the  new 
Laundry  and  for  the  Steam  Disinfector.  This  would  avoid!  duplication  of  stokers,  &c., 
and  a  house  is  available  in  the  Lodge  at  present  occupied  by  nurses.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  our  present  staff  is  housed  in  three  separate  buildings,  viz.,  the  old 
administrative  block,  one  of  the  entrance  lodges,  and  in  a  wooden  hut.  A  few  of  the 
staff  have  occasionally  slept  in  wooden  shelters  intended  for  tuberculosis  patients.” 

The  City  Engineer  put  forward  suggestions  for  extension  of  the  Hospital, 
consisting  of  a  new  Administrative  Block,  two  Isolation  Wards,  and  a  Laundry 
and  Disinfector  Block,  including  Ambulance  Shed. 

The  draft  plans  were  submitted,  to,  and  approved  by,  the  City  Council  in 
May,  1926,  when  a  deputation  from  the  York  Division  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  again  appeared,  to  express  the  views  of  the  local  medical  profession 
that  extension  of  the  Fever  Hospital  was  urgently  required. 

The  Fever  Hospital  Extension  Scheme  involves  the  demolition  of  the 
Open-air  Ward  at  Yearsley  Bridge,  and  the  erection  of  a  24-bed  pavilion  at 
Fairfield  Sanatorium  for  children,  thus  providing  accommodation  in  the  main 
building  of  the  Sanatorium  for  the  Tuberculosis  cases  displaced  from  the 
Open-air  W ard  (1 2  beds)  and  the  wooden  hutment  (8  beds)  at  the  Fever  Hospital, 
at  present  used  for  adult  females. 

The  details  of  the  plans  have  been  the  subject  of  consultations  between 
the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  City  Engineer,  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  has  not  yet  been  obtained. 
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(C)  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS 
ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN 
IN  THE  AREA. 

(a)  YORK  DIOCESAN  SHELTERING  HOME. 

15  Bootham  Terrace,  YTork 
(Superintendent  and  Visitor — Sister  Sykes). 

This  Home  is  carried  on  by  the  York  Diocesan  Association  for  Preventive 
and  Rescue  Work.  It  receives  unmarried  mothers  before  confinement  and 
unmarried  mothers  with  their  babies  after  confinement,  without  limit  of  stay, 
until  the  mother  obtains  employment  and  the  baby  a  home  with  relatives  or 
foster-mother  or  in  a  hostel.  The  unmarried  mothers  are  sent  for  their 
confinement  to  a  maternity  home  or  hospital.  Seven  mothers  can  be 
accommodated  at  one  time.  The  length  of  stay  averages  from  a  few  days  to 
6  months. 

This  institution  receives  an  annual  grant  of  £100  from  the  Corporation 
Health  Committee — Alderman  Inglis  and  Mrs.  Councillor  Crichton  being  its 
representatives  on  the  Committee  of  the  Home.

(b)  UNION  INSTITUTION. 

At  the  Guardians’  Institution  every  provision  is  made  for  the  accommodation 
of  destitute  unmarried  mothers. 

Destitute  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  are  provided  for  in  the 
Union  Institution,  the  Infants’  Home,  Hull  Road,  or  in  one  of  the  five 
Children’s  Homes  in  the  City,  belonging  to  the  Guardians. 


(c)  ST.  STEPFIEN’S  ORPHANAGE,  THE  MOUNT 

(Lady  Superintendent — Miss  Marshall). 

This  Orphanage  accommodates  35  girls,  the  age  of  admission  being  from 
2  to  7  years. 
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(d)  GODFREY  WALKER  HOME,  ACOMB  ROAD. 

This  Home  accommodates  20  girls,  who  are  sent  from  the  Fleadquarters 
of  the  Church  of  England  Waifs’  and  Strays’  Society,  and  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  The  children  are  not*  all  homeless,  but  their  homes  are  very 
poor  ones  or  undesirable  from  other  points  of  view.  They  are  trained  mostly 
for  domestic  service. 


(D)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

% 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — The  YY>rk  Corporation  Health  Committee 
possess  a  motor  fever  ambulance,  purchased  in  May,  1921,  capable  of  removing 
three  or  four  cases  sitting  up,  or  one  stretcher  case,  along  with  a  sitting-case 
and  nurse-attendant;  also  a  motor  van  for  conveying  infected  bedding. 

In  addition  to  these  two  vehicles,  a  Chevrolet  motor  ambulance  was 
purchased  in  1926  for  the  conveyance  of  Fairfield  Sanatorium  patients  to  and 
from  the  City,  in  place  of  the  old  Ford  ambulance  (purchased  in  1919). 

(b)  For  Non-infectious  and  Accident  Cases. — The  Watch  Committee 
possess  two  motor  ambulances  which  are  available  for  conveying  cases  to  the 
York  County  or  other  Hospital,  or  to  the  homes  of  patients.  The  newer 
ambulance  (purchased  in  March,  1926,  at  a  cost  of  £650),  is  used  exclusively  for 
the  City,  and  the  older  one  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  and  from  country 
districts.  During  the  year,  954  calls  were  responded  to,  and  the  fees  received 
amounted  to  £208  Os.  2d. ;  in  1925,  there  were  820  calls,  and  the  fees 
received  were  £187  6s.  Od.

(G)  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


(a)  General. — General  nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  York  District  Nursing 
Association,  which  is  run  in  connection  with  the  York  Purey-Cust  Nursing  Home. 
The  Association  employs  a  staff  of  6  trained  nurses.  Seven  hundred  and  seven 
cases  were  visited  during  1926.  Five  of  the  nurses  work  entirely  in  the  City, 
and  paid  a  total  of  19,060  visits  last  year,  in  addition  to  attending  minor  operations 
at  the  homes  of  patients. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Cases. — The  York  Health  Committee  has  made  an 
arrangement  whereby,  since  1st  July,  1921,  the  sum  of  £50  per  annum  is  paid 
to  the  above  Association  for  the  services  of  three  of  their  nurses,  when  requested 
by  the  M.O.H.,  in  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping-cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and 
Polion^elitis  in  young  children,  and  in  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and 
Puerperal  Fever,  where  necessary.  The  Visits  paid  by  the  Association’s  nurses 
to  these  cases  during  1926  numbered  242,  compared  with  150  in  1925. 


(H)  MIDWIVES. 

There  are  no  subsidised  midwives  practising  in  the  City. 

The  Maternity  Hospital  has  one  midwife  engaged  solely  on  District  work — 
the  District  Sister,  who  is  assisted  by  one  of  the  pupil  midwives  from  the 
Hospital. 

Of  the  40  certified  midwives  practising  in  the  City,  20  are  actively  engaged, 
9  are  doing  very  little,  2  are  working  almost  entirely  as  monthly  nurses,  and 
9  are  practising  in  institutions.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

(See  also  pages  24  and  25,  Annual  Report  for  1925). 

Additional  mechanical  filters  and  filter  beds  are  now  under  construction, 
which  will  add  very  materially  to  the  efficiency  of  the  filtering  appliances. 

The  average  daily  domestic  supply  per  head  of  the  estimated  population 
of  the  whole  area  is  26  *82  gallons.  The  quality  is  of  an  exceptional  degree 
of  purity  by  the  Bacteriological  standard.  It  is  tested  by  the  W7est  Riding 
Analyst,  as  well  as  daily  in  the  Company’s  own  laboratory. 

The  number  of  dwelling-houses  and  tenements  supplied  within  the  water 
area  is  21,810.  Outside  of  the  water  area  the  supplies  are  given  in  bulk. 

Water  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  the  Corporation  for  flushing  drains, 
watering  streets,  and  other  public  purposes. 

Bacteriological  Results.  The  average  of  the  last  twelve  tests  made  by  the 
County  Analyst  was  8  *25  number  of  colonies  per  1  c.c.  (incubated  50  hours  at 
20°C.)  The  tests  made  in  the  Company’s  own  laboratory  average  8  *  17  colonies 
per  1  c.c.  developed  on  gelatine  plates  kept  for  59  hours  at  20°C. 

All  examinations  of  the  filtered  water  for  special  Bacteria  by  McConkey’s 
test  were  negative  in  10  c.c. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

(a)  RIA  ER  OUSE  (see  1925  Report,  page  26) : 

With  respect  to  the  complaint  during  the  previous  year  of  oily  matter 
appearing  on  this  river,  no  further  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen. 

A  complaint  was  made  that  since  the  commencement  of  a  sugar-beet  factory 
just  outside  the  City  a  white  scum  was  noticeable  on  the  surface  of  the  river 
near  to  the  Waterworks  Landing.  At  the  time  of  inspection  this  appeared  to 
be  negligible,  and  on  subsequent  inspections  no  scum  was  seen. 

(b)  HOLGATE  BECK  (see  1925  Report,  page  25) : 

In  1926,  complaints  were  made  of  deposits  in  this  stream  of  garden  refuse, 
old  tins,  parts  of  old  pigsties,  etc.  Notice  was  served  on  the  late  occupiers 
of  the  adjoining  land  to  remove  the  accumulations.  These  notices  were 
complied  with,  and  no  further  complaints  have  been  made, 

(c)  TANG  HALL  AND  OSBALDWICK  BECKS,  AND  RIVEK  FOSS: 

No  cause  for  complaint  has  arisen  in  connection  with  these  streams. 

(d)  In  consequence  of  a  complaint  that  two  dogs  had  been  poisoned  by 
drinking  water  from  a  pond  on  Knavesmire,  a  sample  of  the  water  was  obtained 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  reported  that  he  had  satisfied  himself 
that  there  was  no  poison  present. 
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DE  AIN  AGE  AND  SEWEEAGE. 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  matters  under  the  supervision  of  the 
City  Engineer.  The  sewage  of  the  city  is  pumped  to  the  Sewage  Works  at 
Naburn,  five  miles  down  the  river,  where  it  is  now  entirely  treated  by  open 
septic  tanks  and  continuous  filters,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  effluent 
discharges  into  the  Eiver  Ouse. 

The  only  extension  to  the  sewage  scheme  during  the  year  has  been  in 
connection  with  the  Housing  Scheme  of  the  Corporation  at  Tang  Hall  Estate. 

The  construction  of  five  continuous  filters  is  now  in  hand. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  and  sewerage  of  the  City  are  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Engineer,  and  to  him  I  am  indebted  for  some  of  the  following  facts. 

The  methods  in  vogue  in  the  City  for  all  classes  of  premises  consist  of : — 

(1)  About  345  midden  privies  and  125  dry  ashpits  (a  steadily  diminishing 
number),  the  contents  of  which  are  removed  systematically  by  and  at  the  cost 
of  the  Corporation. 

(2)  About  19,003  wash-down  water-closets  and  2,755  waste-water-closets. 
The  provision  of  the  latter  is  now  discouraged. 

(3)  About  21,583  ashtubs  (or  ashbins)  and  galvanized  iron  receptacles 
in  use  at  houses  where  there  are  water-closets  and  no  brick  ashpits  or 
midden  privies. 

During  the  past  five  years  (1922 — 26),  1,739  movable  iron  ashbins,  with 
proper  covers,  have  been  substituted  for  fixed  receptacles. 

During  the  last  twenty-five  years,  6,360  midden  privies  have  been 
substituted  by  water-closets,  voluntarily,  or  by  order  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  under  Sections  91  or  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  This 
work  is  still  progressing  as  rapidly  as  it  is  possible  to  get  the  work  carried 
out  by  the  builders  and  others  concerned.

HOUSING. 

(I;  GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  CITY. 

(1)  While  there  is  a  large  amount  of  satisfactory  fairly-modern  housing 
accommodation  within  the  City,  in  the  older  parts  (in  the  centre)  many  of  the 
houses  are  very  old  and  dilapidated,  with  a  good  deal  of  overcrowding  of 
buildings  on  unsuitable  sites. 

(2)  (a)  The  extent  of  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  may  be 
judged  from  the  fact  that  the  number  of  applicants  still  on  the  waiting  list 
for  the  Tang  Hall  Estate  houses  at  31st  December,  1926,  was  1,700. 

(b)  The  Corporation  have,  during  the  six  years  ended  31st  December, 
1926,  developed  their  Tang  Hall  Estate  to  the  extent  of  building  711  houses, 
and,  at  that  date,  374  houses  were  in  course  of  erection. 

(3)  During  the  past  five  years  there  have  been  considerable  developments 
in  the  confectionery  trade.  These  developments  will  probably  cause  an 
increased  demand  for  houses  in  the  near  future. 

(II)  0  VERCRO  WD  IN  G . 

(1)  At  the  end  of  1926  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses  known  to  the 
Health  Department  was  251,  against  228  at  the  end  of  1925. 

(2)  The  causes  have  been  varied,  but  the  chief  cause  is  the  shortage 
of  houses,  and,  in  many  cases,  the  large  families  occupying  small  houses;  it  is 
very  frequently  found  that  quite  small  houses  are  used  by  two  families. 

(3)  Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  housing  shortage,  no  drastic  action  has 
been  possible  in  dealing  with  overcrowding,  but  in  all  cases  “  Intimation  of 
Nuisance  ”  notices  are  sent  to  the  occupiers,  calling  attention  to  the  over¬ 
crowded  condition  of  the  houses  and  requesting  them  to  abate  the  overcrowding 
as  early  as  possible,  and  in  nine  instances  it  was  found  possible  to  effect  an 
improvement.  Many  cases  are  referred  to  the  Housing  Committee  as  suitable 
tenants  for  houses  on  the  Housing  Estate.  In  some  cases,  overcrowding  has 
been  abated  by  the  sub-occupiers  obtaining  other  suitable  accommodation. 

(III)  FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

(1)  (a)  Since  the  end  of  the  war  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  minor 
improvements  in  the  condition  of  a  very  considerable  number  of  working-class 
dwellings. 

(b)  The  defects  found  are  very  largely  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  manage¬ 
ment  and  supervision  by  the  owners,  but  acts  of  neglect  and  waste  by  the 
tenants  are  not  unknown. 

(2)  No  great  difficulty  has  been  found  in  remedying  unfitness,  either 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925; 
although,  in  a  few  cases,  the  carrying  out  of  considerable  improvements  has 
been  delayed  owing  to  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  house-owners.

(IV)  UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  sanctioned  the  Corporation’s  scheme  for 
dealing  with  the  “  Hope  Street  Unhealthy  Area/’  subject  to  certain  modifi¬ 
cations,  and  a  site  on  the  Tang  Hall  Estate  has  been  allocated  to  the  Health 
Committee,  for  the  erection  of  a  block  of  thirty  small  houses,  for  the  purpose 
of  re-housing  some  of  the  people  from  this  Area. 

Two  hundred  and  one  houses  and  tenements  are  involved,  with  a  total 
population  of  805.  This  Area,  the  extent  of  which  is  approximately  3^  acres, 
comprises  Hope  Street,  Albert  Street,  part  of  Long  Close  Lane,  George  Street 
and  Richard  Street. 

Fourteen  houses  in  the  Area  have  so  far  been  taken  over  by  the  Corporation. 

In  other  streets,  courts  and  yards  in  the  City,  there  are  approximately 
•589  houses  which  are  being,  or  may  have  to  be,  dealt  with  as  unhealthy. 
This  work,  except  for  urgent  repairs,  choked  drains  and  leaking  roofs,  is  held 
in  abeyance  until  such  times  as  there  are  sufficient  houses  in  a  sanitary  condition 
available  for  any  families  who  may  be  dis-housed.  It  is  not  proposed  that  all 
the  houses  involved  will  necessarily  have  to  be  demolished,  but  congested  areas 
will  be  thinned-out,  back-to-back  houses  will  be  made  into  through  houses, 
and  yards,  sanitary  conveniences,  etc.,  remodelled.

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1926  was  7  per  100,000  living. 

There  were  six  deaths,  three  of  which  occurred  at  the  Fever  Hospital  and 
one  in  the  County  Hospital. 

Ten  City  cases  and  two  rural  cases  admitted  to  the  Hospital  proved  to  be 
doubtful;  one  City  home  case  proved  doubtful. 

Five  cases  were  probably  imported. 

There  was  one  tracheotomy  case. 

.Diagnostic  Swabs. — Of  a  total  of  80  cases  swabbed,  65  were  proved  to  be 
Diphtheria  by  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Districts  chiefly  affected  were: — South  Bank  (7);  Clementhorpe  (16); 
and  Haxby  Road  (21). 

The  free  supply  of  Antitoxin  to  medical  practitioners  for  use  in  poor  cases 
was  continued;  33  cases  were  so  served  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  notices  were  duly  served  regarding  all  housing  defects.

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'Hie  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1926  was  2  per  100,000  living. 
There  were  three  deaths,  all  of  which  occurred  in  the  Fever  Hospital. 

Nine  cases  (8  City,  1  Rural)  admitted  to  Fever  Hospital  and  two  cases 
retained  at  home  proved  to  be  doubtful  cases. 

There  were  two  possible  <4  return  ”  cases  received  into  the  Fever 
Hospital  from  the  same  houses  in  the  City  as  the  original  case;  there  were 
three  cases  received  into  the  Hospital  from  the  same  streets  as  patients 
previously  discharged  from  the  Hospital. 

One  case  was  kept  at  home  on  account  of  other  infectious  complications 
(Whooping-cough).

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1926  was  1  per  100,000. 

During  1926  a  total  of  seven  persons  were  notified  to  me  as  suffering  from 
Typhoid  Fever,  of  which  five  were  removed  to  the  County  Hospital  and  one 
to  the  Fever  Hospital.  The  latter  case  proved  doubtful  (?  gastritis). 

In  October,  1926,  the  Ministry  of  Health  asked  for  a  report  with  regard 
to  five  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  which  had  occurred  in  York. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported  that  the  first  case  was  that  of  a 
woman,  aged  32,  who  had  taken  ill  on  25th  September;  the  blood  test  gave 
a  positive  re-action  for  B.  Typhosus.  This  patient  had  returned  to  York  on 
10th  September  from  a  holiday  in  the  South  of  France.  It  seemed  evident 
that  she  had  contracted  the  infection  there. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a  woman,  aged  65,  notified  on  18th  October. 
She  had  taken  ill  on  the  4th  October,  and  examination  of  the  blood  gave  a  positive 
re-action  for  B.  Paratyphosus  B.  The  patient  had  come  into  York  from  an 
adjoining  rural  district  about  a  week  previous  to  the  onset  of  her  symptoms. 
It  was,  therefore,  considered  likely  that  the  infection  had  been  contracted  outside 
the  City. 

The  remaining  three  cases  were  notified  from  an  institution  in  the  City, 
a  girl  of  11,  a  girl  of  15,  and  a  woman  of  41.  The  girl,  aged  11,  was  operated 
upon  for  appendicitis.  In  consequence  of  her  condition  following  the  operation, 
a  blood  examination  was  made  and  positive  re-action  was  obtained  for 
B.  Paratyphosus  B.  The  girl,  aged  15,  and  the  woman,  aged  41,  were  operated 
upon  the  same  day  as  the  patient  aged  11.  Examination  of  the  blood  of  the 
girl,  aged  15,  by  culture  demonstrated  B.  Paratyphosus  B.,  and  the  woman’s 
blood  gave  a  positive  re-action  for  B.  Paratyphosus  B. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  conferred  with  the  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the 
patients,  and  an  investigation  was  also  made  by  the  Bacteriologist  of  the 
Hospital,  but  no  definite  source  of  infection  was  traced.

Three  cases  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were  notified,  and  22  deaths  were 
certified  as  due  to  Influenza,  nine  of  which  occurred  during  the  first  quarter. 
One  death  was  certified  as  due  to  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia.  Of  the  deaths 
from  Influenza,  19  were  over  the  age  of  25  years. 

There  were  41  notifications  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  and  57  deaths  of 
all  types.  I  have  utilised  the  services  of  the  Health  Visitors  in  visiting  the 
homes  of  notified  cases,  making  enquiries  and  notes  about  the  domestic  con¬ 
ditions  and  nursing,  and  in  giving  advice  in  regard  to  cleanliness,  isolation, 
ventilation,  etc.  During  1926,  the  two  Health  Visitors  visited  41  notified 
cases  of  Primary  and  three  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Of  these,  14  were  children  under  school  age  and  seven  were  school  children. 
A  District  Nurse  was  in  attendance  in  14  cases.

In  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  North  of  England,  the 
City  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  made  Chickenpox 
inotifiable  in  the  City  as  from  22nd  November,  1923.

A  leaflet  was  drawn  up  in  1925  and  submitted  to  the  local  Division  of  the. 
British  Medical  Association.  After  amendment,  this  was  printed  for 
circulation  amongst  persons  desirous  of  obtaining  information  with  regard 
to  the  disease. 

The  local  Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  made  unsuccessful 
representations  to  the  local  press  with  regard  to  the  suppression  of  advertise¬ 
ments  of  Cancer  “Cures.” 

In  February,  1926,  a  public  meeting,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Yorkshire 
Centre,  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  was  held  at  the  Mansion  House,: 
York.  An  address  was  given  by  Sir  Berkeley  Moynihan,  to  a  large  andi 
interested  audience.

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ANTHRAX 

In  April,  1926,  it  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  that 
a  youth,  aged  18,  residing  in  the  City,  but  employed  at  a  Leather  Works  in  an 
adjoining  rural  district,  had  been  admitted  to  the  York  County  Hospital,  and 
Ithat  the  disease  was  immediately  diagnosed  as  Anthrax.  Serum  was 
administered  and  the  case  recovered. 

The  diagnosis  of  anthrax  was  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination  of 
smears  from  the  pustule. 

CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION  OF  VERMINOUS  PERSONS. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  for  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons,  when  necessary,  and  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  infested 
Nothing  and  bedding.  The  fumigation  of  verminous  premises  is  also  carried 
out;  28  premises  (comprising  85  rooms)  were  so  disinfected  during  1926. 


The  Disinfecting  Station  is  situated  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Foss  Islands 
Road,  and  contains  the  apparatus  known  as  the  “  Washington  Lyon,”  built  by 
Messrs.  Maniove  &  Alliott,  and  installed  in  1893.  A  new  boiler  was  inserted 
in  1922  at  a  cost  of  F90.  The  staff  consists  of  the  Disinfector  Foreman  and 
two  Assistants,  who  are  employed  in  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  and  the 
disinfection  of  infected  premises,  bedding,  and  other  articles. 


Disinfection  of  rooms  by  fumigation  or  spraying,  and  of  clothing,  etc., 
by  heat,  is  carried  out  where  necessary.  The  following  figures  represent  the

The  hospitals  also  received : — 

One  City  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  (re-admission). 

Forty-two  City  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (39  Pulmonary,  three  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis) ;  11  cases  were  also  admitted  from  the  North  Riding, 
and  four  from  the  East  Riding,  at  the  cost  of  the  County  Councils 
concerned. 

A  total  of  285  cases  of  all  kinds. 

Doubtful  Scarlet  Fever  cases  admitted: — 9  (8  City  cases  and  1  Rural). 
Doubtful  Diphtheria  cases  admitted : — 10  City  and  2  Rural.

Nineteen  secondary  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted  (17  City  and 
2  Rural).

Of  Diphtheria  cases: — Paralysis,  5;  Haemorrhage,  2;  Mumps  3; 
Albuminuria,  3 ;  Cardiac  Weakness,  3 ;  Vincent’s  Angina,  1 ; 
Quinsy,  1. 

Twenty  deaths  occurred  in  the  Hospital : — Three  City  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
three  City  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  eight  City  and  four  Rural  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  one  City  and  one  Rural  case  of  Erysipelas. 
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In  view  of  the  serious  and  complicated  nature  of  many  of  the  cases 
admitted  to  the  Hospital,  great  praise  is  due  to  Dr.  Angove,  the  Matron, 
and  the  Nursing  Staff  for  the  low  mortality  and  successful  treatment  and 
management  of  the  cases. 

The  Staff  consisted  of  Matron,  three  Charge  Sisters,  one  Staff  Nurse,  two 
Assistant  Nurses,  seven  Probationers,  nine  Maids,  Porter,  and  Under-Gardener. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Great  Ouseburn  Isolation  Hospital, 
at  Acomb,  for  the  admittance  of  York  cases,  when  accommodation  is  not  available 
at  the  City  Fever  Hospital.

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A  total  of  33  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 


In  addition,  there  were  153  cases  notified  by  Poor-Law  Institutions  and 
Sanatoria  (per  Form  0),  all  of  which  had  been  otherwise  notified  previously. 

Of  the  180  cases  notified  in  1926,  37  died  within  the  year  1926 — 31  from 
Pulmonary  and  six  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  10  have  died  in  the 
early  months  of  1927  (all  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis). 


No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis)  Regulations,  1925,  as  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade  was  known  to  the  Health  Department. 


The  City  Council  delegated  its  functions  under  Section  62  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1925,  relating  to  the  compulsory  isolation  of  Tuberculous 
cases,  to  the  Health  Committee.  Two  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.

ATTENDANCES. 

The  Dispensary  is  open  five  afternoons  a  week  and  six  forenoons,  with  the 
exception  of  Public  Holidays.  Clinics  are  held  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays,  from  2-30  to  5  p.m. 


On  notification,  each  case  is  visited  by  a  Dispensary  Nurse,  advice  is  given 
as  to  precautions  necessary  to  avoid  spread  of  infection,  and  as  to  facilities  for 
treatment.  Sanitary  defects  are  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  makes  arrangements  for  disinfection  as  required. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  the  homes  of  the  patients  as  occasion 
may  demand. 

Notified  cases  are  examined  at  the  Dispensary  or  at  home,  to  decide  the 
most  suitable  form  of  treatment  in  each  instance,  and  the  medical  practitioners 
concerned  are  informed  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  opinion.

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The  Sanatorium  Schools  at  Fairfield  and  Raywell  have  enabled  us  to 
keep  children  for  as  long  as  may  be  required  to  bring  them  into  a  good  condition 
of  bodily  health  without  too  great  detriment  to  their  educational  training. 

In  addition  to  the  Sanatorium  School,  the  Open-air  Day  School  at 
Fulford  and  Convalescent  Homes  have  played  a  very  useful  part  in  our  anti¬ 
tuberculosis  scheme  in  dealing  with  suspect  and  convalescent  cases  to  prevent 
breakdown  and  hence  further  development  of  the  disease.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1926,  BY  MISS  MANNING,  TEACHER. 

This  year,  school  work  has  been  much  the  same  as  previous  years,  with 
the  fluctuating  number  and  varying  ages  of  the  children.  The  “  Three  R’s,” 
English,  Geography  and  Handwork,  including  raffia  and  cane  work,  needlework, 
knitting,  drawing  and  painting,  gardening  and  country  dancing  being  the 
chief  work. 

In  September  I  was  granted  an  extra  week’s  leave  in  order  to  attend  the 
”  Refresher  Course  ”  held  in  London,  and  arranged  by  the  Board  of  Education 
for  Teachers  of  Special  Schools  for  Physically  Defective  Children.  Many 
interesting  schools  were  visited,  and  the  course  was  most  interesting 
and  instructive. 

This  year  the  annual  entertainment  took  the  form  of  a  play,  “  Fido  and  the 
Family,”  and  a  display  of  country  dancing.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of 
the  children  were  very  young  and  backward,  it  was  much  appreciated.  A 
repeat  performance  was  given  in  January  for  the  Lord  Mayor,  Members  of  the 
City  Council  and  friends. 

DOUBTFUL  CASES. 

A  large  number  of  doubtful  cases  are  brought  to  notice  by  practitioners  and 
institutions,  and  these  are  examined  (sometimes  in  consultation  with  their 
medical  attendants)  to  clear  up  the  diagnosis. 

When  no  definite  decision  is  come  to,  appointments  are  made  from 
time  to  time  for  re-examination  until  active  tuberculosis  is  considered  to  be 

excluded. 
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The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  send  suspected  cases  for  observation,, 
and  reports  are  furnished  to  them  as  to  diagnosis,  fitness  for  school  (special  or 
otherwise),  treatment  required,  etc. 

A  number  of  cases  have  been  transferred  to  Sanatoria  from  the  County 
Hospital  and  the  City  Infirmary  during  the  year. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  acts  as  consultant  to  the  York  County  Hospital 
and  to  the  City  Infirmary  and  the  Board  of  Guardians  when  required. 

CONTACTS. 

Contacts  are  advised  to  be  examined  either  by  their  own  medical  attendant 
or  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Lists  of  school  children  contacts  are  regularly 
supplied  to  the  School  Clinic,  in  order  that  the  children  may  be  examined  by^ 
the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

A  number  of  cases  were  dealt  with  at  the  County  Hospital  through 
subscribers’  notes,  supplied  by  the  Care  Committee. 

EXTRA  NOURISHMENT,  &c.  (See  Report  of  After-Care  Committee,  page  95)- 
NON-PULMONARY  CASES. 

During  the  year,  three  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar 
Cripples’  Hospital  at  Alton. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  children  suffering  from 
non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  to  the  Yorkshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  at  Kirby- 
moorside.  Three  cases  were  admitted  during  1926. 

Nine  adults  and  five  children  w?ere  admitted  to  the  York  County  Hospital  for 
surgical  treatment.  A  few  cases  have  also  been  nursed  by  the  District  Nurses. 

SHELTERS. 

During  the  year,  13  Shelters  have  been  available  for  loan  to  patients. 
Eleven  of  these  belong  to  the  Tuberculosis  Crusade  Committee,  and  two  belong 
to  the  Corporation.  The  Shelters  have  been  lent  without  any  fee,  and  are  s 
erected  in  the  patients’  back  yard  by  Corporation  workmen.  The  Dispensary 
Nurses  supervise  as  to  proper  use. 

The  number  of  cases  under  domiciliary  supervision  has  become  smaller. 
Fortunately,  we  have  now  a  sufficiency  of  beds  to  give  institutional  treatment  i 
to  all  who  require  it,  and  are  willing  to  accept. 

On  discharge,  a  short  report  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Attendant,  and  in  the 
case  of  school  children,  to  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  also.  Patients 
attend  regularly  at  the  Dispensary  for  re-examination  and  are  visited  by  the 
Staff  as  may  be  necessary. 

A  few  Public  Lectures  wTere  given  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  on  Health 
subjects,  and  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  make  known  the  working  of  the 
anti-tuberculosis  scheme.

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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Tne  local  facilities  for  free  treatment  are  at  the  York  County  Hospital. 
There,  free  skilled  diagnosis  and  treatment  can  be  obtained,  beds  are  provided 
for  those  requiring  indoor  treatment,  and  the  lady  resident  House  Surgeon 
attend  «  to  those  female  patients  who  prefer  to  see  a  woman  doctor.  The  Clinic 
sessi  ns  are  now  held  as  follows  (these  count  as  four  sessions) : —

Medical  Officer  of  the  Clinic  and  Pathologist,  Dr.  Sydney  Goodman  Platts, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Audrey  Hughes — both  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  East,  West,  and  North  Riding  County  Councils  also  contract  for 
treatment  of  their  cases  at  the  County  Hospital  through  the  York  Corporation. 

Particulars  of  the  facilities  available,  together  with  the  times  of  the 
sessions,  have  been  circulated  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  City  and 
District.  On  the  whole,  co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  is  quite  good, 
although  inconvenience  is  sometimes  caused  by  the  patients  being  sent  to  the 
Treatment  centre  at  the  wrong  times. 

The  public  appears  to  be  well  informed  as  to  the  facilities  provided  for 
free  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  patients  are  ready  to  avail  themselves  of 
these  facilities. 

Enamel  plaques,  advertising  the  facilities  for  free  treatment,  are  fixed  in 
all  the  public  conveniences,  and  renewed  when  necessary. 

There  are  facilities  for  daily  irrigation  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea  and  for 
disinfection.  2,283  out-patient  attendances  for  intermediate  treatment, 
irrigation,  dressings,  etc.,  were  made  during  the  year.  Special  cubicles  for 
irrigation  and  arrangements  for  daily  treatment  for  women  patients  are 

desirable. 

Salvarsan  substitutes  are  supplied  to  the  medical  practitioners  (for 
the  treatment  of  their  own  patients)  through  the  County  Hospital  stock, 
gratis,  at  all  times  of  the  day  or  week-end.  The  County  Hospital  possesses 
a  list,  agreed  upon  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Y.D.  Clinic 
Officer,  of  42  practitioners  qualified  to  use  these  free  supplies.  A  total  of 
141  doses  were  so  supplied  to  seven  of  these  doctors  during  1926. 
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The  extent  to  which  practitioners  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities 
for  pathological  examinations  provided  by  the  Council  is  shown  in  the 
following  Table.

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A  total  of  826  doses  of  Salvarsan  substitute  were  given  to  135  York  City 
cases  of  Syphilis. 

A  total  of  55  cases  from  neighbouring  districts  in  the  three  Ridings 
attended  the  clinic  during  the  year. 

During  the  half-year  ended  30th  June,  1926,  41  new  City  cases  of 
Syphilis,  1  new  City  case  of  Soft  Chancre,  and  37  new  City  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
attended  the  out-patient  clinic ;  10  persons  were  discharged  after  treatment 

during  the  same  period. 

During  the  half-year  ended  31st  December,  1926,  31  new  City  cases  of 
Syphilis,  1  new  City  case  of  Soft  Chancre,  and  25  new  City  cases  of  Gonorrhoea 
attended  the  out-patient  clinic;  28  persons  were  discharged  after  treatment 
during  the  same  period. 

A  total  of  26  cases  of  venereal  disease  (13  males,  13  females)  were  received 
into  the  County  Hospital  as  in-patients  during  1926. 

York  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  amongst  unmarried  girls  requiring 
hostel  treatment  go  to  the  hostel  at  Leeds  (the  “Hope  Hospital  ”)  in 
connection  with  the  four  diocesan  rescue  associations,  the  York  cases  being 
sent  in  throngh  the  York  Diocesan  Association.  Two  City  cases  have  been 
received  during  the  past  year. 

The  educational  and  propaganda  work  suggested  by  the  L.G.B.  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  York  Branch  of  the  National  Council  for  Combating 
Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Branch  now  has  a  representative  membership  of  130  (including  the 
members  of  the  Corporation  Special  Diseases  Sub-Committee).  It  has  an 
Executive  Committee  of  16  members,  including  the  President  (Mr.  Alderman 
J.  B.  Inglis,  J.P.),  the  Acting  Hon.  Secretary  (the  Medical  Officer  of  Health), 
and  Assistant  Hon.  Secretaries  (Mrs.  Hutchinson  and  Rev.  A.  E.  M.  Glover, 
M.A.). 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS  (1902  and  1918). 

The  midwives  are  supervised  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Assistant  M.O.H.  (who  is  the  Inspector  of  Midwives  for  the  City). 

During  the  year,  11  certified  midwives  have  commenced  practice  in  the 
City,  and  six  have  left  the  City. 

The  names  of  three  certified  midwives  were  removed  from  the  Roll  at  their 
own  request  (owing  to  ill-health,  advanced  age,  etc.). 

One  midwife  was  struck  off  the  Roll  during  the  year  for  failure  to  take  and 
record  the  pulse  and  temperature  of  her  patients  at  each  visit  as  required  by 
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Rule  E  14,  and  for  not-  keeping  her  Register  of  Cases  as  required  by  Rule  E  24 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  The  charges  against  this  midwife  were  heard 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Special  Penal  Board  held  on  2nd  December,  1926.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  WORK  IN  YORK. 


This  work  in  York  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
a  woman  Assistant  and  three  whole-time  Corporation  Health  Visitors, 

the  Infants  Welfare  Association,  the  Dispensary,  the  Maternity  Hospital, 
the  C  lounty  Hospital,  the  School  Clinic,  and  other  bodies,  working  in 
co-operation.  The  whole  organization  of  this  work  has  been  described  fully 
in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

The  Statutory  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  elected  under 
the  terms  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act  of  1918,  consists  of- eight 
members  of  the  Corporation  Health  Committee,  plus  four  co-opted  members. 

The  York  Infants’  Welfare  Association  carries  on  the  School  for 
Mothers,  Clinics  for  babies  and  young  children,  and  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 
Their  Superintendent  and  the  Corporation  Health  Visitors  carry  on  the  home 
visit  mg  of  expectant  mothers,  and  of  infants  and  of  children  not  on  a  school 
register.  Cases  of  mothers  or  infants  requiring  special  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  York  Dispensary  or  the  above-named  Hospitals,  or  to  the  V.D.  Clinic, 
as  required.  There  is  no  overlapping  in  the  work.  After  their  first  visits  to 
mothers  and  babies,  the  Health  Visitors  continue  the  visitation  of  those 
mothers  who  do  not  attend  the  Infants’  Welfare  Association  Clinics,  whilst 
those  who  do  are  supervised  by  the  Association’s  staff.  The  work  is 
co-ordinated  with  the  School  Medical  Service. 

The  instruction  given  in  visitation  and  clinic  work  is  assisted  by  the 

distribution  of  suitable  leaflets.

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THE  MILK  (MOTHERS  &  CHILDREN)  ORDERS. 

During  the  financial  year,  1st  April,  1926,  to  31st  March,  1927,  the 
Infants’  Welfare  Association  supplied  dried  milk  (a  total  of  4,745  lbs.  in  weight) 
to  the  total  value  of  £356  Os.  Od.,  and  the  Health  Committee  paid  the  deficits 
incurred  by  that  Association  to  the  total  value  of  £52  16s.  2d. 

As  the  expenditure  of  the  Infants’  Welfare  Association  had  been  so 
limited  and  so  well  supervised,  the  Health  Committee  resolved  to  continue 
the  Scheme  whereby  the  Corporation  Health  Committee  paid  the  limited  deficits 
of  the  Association  on  milk  given  gratis  or  sold  at  half-price. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  milk  supplied  by  sale  at  the  full 
special  price,  or  half-price,  or  gratis,  by  the  Infants’  Welfare  Association 
during  the  financial  year  1926-27 : —

The  amount  received  from  parents  in  respect  of  dried  milk  sold  at  full 
price,  or  at  half-price,  was  £326  7s.  4d. 

The  sale  and  consumption  of  the  milk,  even  at  full  price,  is  closely 
regulated  and  supervised  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Welfare  and  her 
Assistant.  No  milk  under  cost  price  is  ordered,  or  an  order  renewed,  unless 
the  children  attend  the  Welfare’s  sessions  with  sufficient  regularity  to  enable 
the  Doctor  and  Superintendent  to  satisfy  themselves,  by  following-up 
of  weight,  etc.,  that  the  milk  is  really  being  consumed  by  the  person  for 
whom  it  is  intended. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  crippled  children  to  the 
Yorkshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  at  Kirbymoorside,  opened  31st  July,  1925,

The  Superintendent  and  her  Assistant  paid  3,793  visits  to  the  houses 
of  the  Clients  of  the  Clinics. 

Total  deaths,  14  (equal  to  mortality  rate  of  11  -0  per  1,000  births — under 
1  year,  9 ;  1  to  2  years,  3 ;  over  2  years,  2). 

4,745  lbs.  of  dried  milk  were  dispensed  during  the  year.  The  mothers  paid 
£326  7s.  4d.  for  Milk  and  £13  4s.  3d.  for  Virol. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  work  of  the  Yorkshire  Federation  for 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  founded  in  1920  by  some  of  the  leading 

workers  in  the  County  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
schemes.  The  Federation  comprises  thoroughly  representative  members 

from  all  over  the  County,  including  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  Alderman 
Jas.  B.  Inglis,  Chairman  of  the  York  Corporation  Health  Committee,  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  among  the  representative  members  of  the 
Federation,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Federation  is  closely  allied  with  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  the 
Order  of  St.  John.  The  objects  of  the  Federation  may  be  briefly  summarised 
as  the  mutual  co-operation  and  co-ordination  of  all  the  various  kinds  of  work 
connected  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  Federation  has  become 
a  very  important  body  in  the  promotion  of  joint  schemes  and  a  very  valuable 
link  between  the  various  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  workers  in  the  County. 

MIDWIVES  AND  MATERNITY  HOMES  ACT,  1926. 

(a)  T'his  Act  provides  that  it  will  be  an  offence  for  any  person,  on  or 
after  Fall  January,  1927,  to  carry  on  a  maternity  home  as  defined  in  the  Act 
unless  that  person  is  registered  in  respect  of  that  home.  Applications  for 
registration  must  be  made  to  the  local  authority.  The  Town  Clerk  gave  public 
notice  of  the  requirements  of  the  new  Act.  The  Corporation  appointed  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  as  Inspectors  of  Maternity  Homes  under  Section  9 
of  the  Act. 
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Five  applications  were  made  in  December,  1926,  for  the  registration  of 
premises  as  maternity  homes,  and  the  following  were  approved,  subject  to 
certain  conditions  being  complied  with  : — 

No.  10  Grosvenor  Terrace.  No.  75  The  Mount. 

Holly  Bank,  Holgate  Road.  No.  23  St.  Mary’s. 

The  Health  Committee  decided  to  grant  an  exemption  to  the  Purey  Oust 
Nursing  Home  from  registration  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

(b)  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  (Statutory)  Committee  requested 
the  City  Treasurer  to  obtain  information  and  report  with  regard  to  arrangements 
whereby  an  expectant  mother  can,  by  the  prior  payment  of  an  agreed  sum,  insure 
against  the  liability  for  the  payment  of  a  doctor’s  fee,  under  Section  14  (4)  of 
the  Midwives  Act,  1918.  The  City  Treasurer  submitted  a  Report,  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  conferred  with  the  local  Midwives’  Association.  No 
decision  as  to  the  setting  up  of  a  scheme  has  so  far  been  arrived  at. 

(c)  On  16th  December,  1926,  the  Health  Committee  adopted  the  model 
Bye-laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  Maternity  Homes,  this  decision  being 
confirmed  by  the  City  Council  on  3rd  January,  1927,  and  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  7th  March,  1927.

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  from  1st  October,  1926,  until  the  end  of  the  year. 
Three  of  these — all  cases  of  Pyelitis — occurred  at  the  York  Maternity  Hospital, 
and  made  prompt  recoveries  under  treatment  by  urinary  antiseptics.  Two  cases 
were  treated  in  the  York  County  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths. 

The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia) 
Regulations,  1926,  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1926.  Under  these 
Regulations  it  is  necessary  for  every  medical  practitioner,  on  first  becoming 
aware  that  a  woman  upon  whom  he  is  in  professional  attendance  is  suffering 
from  either  Puerperal  Fever  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  to  immediately  make  and 
sign  a  notification  of  the  case  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  and 
forward  it  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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The  Corporation,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  made 
the  following  arrangements  in  regard  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  : — 

(1)  Dr.  A.  R.  Lister,  Visiting  Surgeon  to  the  York  Maternity 

Hospital,  has  been  appointed  as  Obstetric  Specialist,  to  give  a  second 
#  #  « 

opinion  when  required  by  medical  practitioners.  When  the  patient  is  in 
a  position  to  pay  for  the  consultation,  direct  arrangements  are  made  between 
the  practitioner  and  Dr.  Lister  for  his  remuneration,  but  in  necessitous 
cases  a  payment  of  one  guinea  is  made  by  the  Corporation  to  Dr.  Lister. 
A  proportion  of  this  to  be  recovered  from  the  patient  if  this  is  found  to  be 
possible  and  advisable. 

(2)  Any  bacteriological  examinations  necessary  are  carried  out  by 
Dr.  S.  Goodman  Platts,  Bacteriologist  to  the  County  Hospital,  on  the 


following  scale : — 

(a)  for  examination  of  lochia . 15s.  Od. 

(b)  for  examination  of  blood . £1  15s.  Od. 

(c)  leucocyte  count  . 15s.  Od. 


(3)  Cases  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  County 
Hospital,  York,  the  cost  of  maintenance  (8/-  per  day)  being  charged  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  Corporation,  the  whole  or  a  proportion  being  recovered 
from  the  patient  according  to  her  financial  circumstances. 

(4)  Trained  nurses  are  provided  when  required  for  home  nursing 
by  the  York  District  Nursing  Association,  under  the  York  Health 
Committee’s  Scheme  of  17th  March,  1921  (approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  26th  April,  1921),  whereby  the  Association  undertakes  to  provide 
home  nursing  for  certain  cases,  including  Puerperal  Fever  and  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  for  a  fixed  sum  of  £50  per  annum. 

(5)  For  the  home  treatment  of  cases,  supplies  of  serum  are  available 
for  issue  to  practitioners  from  the  York  County  Hospital  and  the  York 
Maternity  Hospital.  Unless  the  doctor  certifies  that  the  case  is  a 
necessitous  one,  arrangements  are  made  to  recover  the  whole  or  an 
appropriate  part  of  the  cost  according  to  the  means  of  the  patient  and 
her  relatives.

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METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS  IN  1926. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  below  the  average,  viz.  : — only 
21  •  75  inches,  being  2  •  35  inches  below  the  average  for  over  50  years. 
11  •  64  inches  fell  in  the  second  half-year.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year  was 
on  26th  May,  viz.: — 0  •  70  inches.  Fourteen  thunderstorms  were  recorded; 
snow  fell  on  11  days  and  hail  on  seven  days. 

The  total  bright  sunshine  of  the  year  amounted  to  1,244-3  hours,  or 
28  per  cent,  of  the  total  possible  sunshine,  as  compared  with  1,234  -3  hours  and 
28  per  cent,  in  1925. 

The  temperature  in  1926  ranged  between  17°  Fahr.  on  17th  January  and 
84°  on  13th  and  14th  July. 

There  were  “strong”  winds  on  six  days,  four  days  more  than  1925,  and 
“  calm  ”  on  one  day.  The  most  prevalent  winds  were  : — South,  95 ;  North,  79 ; 
West,  48;  South-West,  51;  North-West,  22;  South-East,  17. 

The  mean  barometer  readings  were  lowest  for  November,  January  being 
the  next  lowest,  the  lowest  reading  of  the  barometer  on  any  one  day  being  on 
20th  November  (28  *  54  inches).  The  mean  barometer  readings  were  highest  in 
December,  the  highest  reading  on  any  one  day  being  on  23rd  and  24th 
December  (30*87).

There  were  altogether  239  persons  registered  as  purveyors  of  milk  within 
the  City,  on  31st  December,  1926.  17  of  these  were  cowkeepers  in  the  City. 
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•MILK  &  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922. 

During  the  year,  15  applications  to  be  registered  as  Wholesale  Traders  of 
Milk;  10  as  Wholesale  Traders  and  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk;  one  as  a 
Producer  and  Wholesale  Trader ;  one  as  a  Producer  and  Retail  Purveyor  of  Milk  ; 
and  32  as  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk  have  been  received  under  the  above- 
named  Act. 

Five  applications  from  Retail  Purveyors  were  withdrawn ;  the  premises  of 
three  applicants  as  Retail  Purveyors  were  unsuitable  for  registration ;  and  after 
satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  with  respect  to  the  various  premises,  the 
remainder  of  the  applications  were  acceded  to. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

I  have  to  record  that  one  application  has  been  made  for  the  renewal  of  the 
Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  in  the  City,  from  a  milk 
producer  residing  outside  the  City.  The  necessary  requirements  having 
been  complied  with,  the  application  was  acceded  to. 


To  ascertain  the  purity  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  City,  and  following  our 
action  in  previous  years,  51  samples  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  bacterial 
examination.  Twenty-two  were  from  Cowkeepers  residing  outside  the  City,  but 
who  are  purveyors  in  the  City ;  one  was  from  a  Cowkeeper  ■  and  Purveyor 
residing  in  the  City;  and  13  from  Retailers  in  the  City.  Four  samples  were 
taken  at  the  Fever  Hospital,  one  sample  at  the  Maternity  Hospital,  Acomb,  and 
10  samples  from  milk  produced  at  Fairfield  Sanatorium. 

The  samples  were  certified  as  follows: — Thirteen  were  bacteriologically 
dirty  and  unfit  for  consumption,  of  which  three  were  from  the  cows  at  Fairfield 
Sanatorium;  and  38  were  clean. 

With  respect  to  10  of  the  samples  which  were  certified  as  bacteriologically 
dirty,  the  attention  of  the  retailers  was  called,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Authorities 
of  the  Districts  in  which  the  milk  was  being  produced,  with  a  view  to  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  supply ;  and  further  samples  of  milk  from  the  same  sources  have 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  sample  was  certified  as  containing  tubercle  bacilli. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  the  subsequent  necessary  action,  has  resulted  m  a  very 
great  improvement  in  the  milk  supply.  Our  experience  in  the  cooling  of  milk 
immediately  after  milking,  shows  that  the  number  of  bacteria  m  the  samples 
is  considerably  less  than  formerly,  and  milk  is  thus  placed  on  the  market 
witti  less  bacteria  than  is  required  for  milk  of  “  Grade  A  ”  quality. 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

During  the  year,  208  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  have  been  procured 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  certified  181  samples  genuine,  and 
27  samples  adulterated  (i.e.,12'98  per  cent,  of  adulteration).

PRESERVATIVES. — All  samples  of  Milk  and  Butter,  and  any  articles 
likely  to  contain  preservatives  are  examined  for  the  same.  (See  Analyst’s 
Report.) 

Informal  or  test  samples  : — It  will  be  seen  from  the  tabular  statement 
that  86  informal  samples  and  122  formal  samples  were  taken  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis. 

Informal  samples  are  in  all  cases  purchased  by  an  Agent,  and  if  any  are 
found  adulterated,  formal  samples  are  obtained  with  a  view  to  summary 
proceedings  being  taken.  It  has  been  found  that  the  obtaining  of  informal 
samples  is,  on  the  whole,  a  very  convenient  and  reliable  method  of  estimating 
whether  vendors  are  supplying  genuine  articles,  and  causes  no  inconvenience 
to  the  shopkeeper,  as,  when  samples  are  obtained  formally,  the  latter  method 
involves  explanation  as  to  why  the  sample  has  been  purchased,  the 
subsequent  division  of  samples  into  three  parts,  and  the  sealing  up  of  the 
same,  which  all  take  up  a  considerable  amount  of  time.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

During  the  year  a  much  larger  number  of  carcases  of  animals  have  been 
inspected,  and  a  larger  number  of  surrenders  of  diseased  meat  have  been  obtained 
(See  Tables  IV,  V  and  VI).  No  less  a  number  than  6,610  visits  of  inspection 
to  slaughter-houses  have  been  made,  including  182  evening  and  Sunday  visits. 
In  addition  to  the  notices  of  “  Regular  hours  of  slaughtering,”  under  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  no  less  a  number  than  1,474  notices  of 
“  Occasional  slaughtering  ”  were  received.  The  carcases  in  connection  with 
these  notices,  as  well  as  those  received  for  the  regular  hours  were,  in  almost 
every  case,  inspected. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that,  with  few  exceptions,  the  work  under  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily. 
The  meat  traders  generally  have  co-operated  in  giving  effect  to  the  requirements 
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•as  to  ensuring  the  sale  of  “  meat  ”  under  hygienic  conditions.  The  Regulations 
have  caused  much  additional  work  to  fall  on  the  Department. 

^  hat  the  Meat  Regulations  have  done  in  regard  to  “  meat,”  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1925,  Section  72,  will  do  for  other  foods,  not  only  in  regard  to 
general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  food  stores,  but  will  also  enable  Local 
Authorities  to  prescube  the  conditions  under  which  food  is  prepared  or  exposed 

for  sale,  and  permits  more  definite  measures  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
contamination  of  food.

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920,  AND  THE  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE 

INTEREST  RESTRICTIONS  ACT,  1923. 

Four  applications  for  Certificates  have  been  made,  and  in  each  case  a 
Certificate  was  issued  to  the  effect  that  the  premises  were  “  not  in  a  reasonable 
state  of  repair.” 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year,  10  complaints  with  respect  to  9  premises  were  received. 
I  pon  investigation,  it  was  found  the  drains  at  one  of  the  premises  were 
defective;  at  two,  rats  were  obtaining  harbourage  in  a  timber  yard  and  under 
the  floor  of  a  house.  In  one  case,  mice  had  gained  access  into  the  house  from 
an  adjoining  shop,  and  in  five  cases  no  evidence  of  rats  were  found. 

The  defective  drains  in  the  one  instance  were  made  good. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Rat  Officer  to  keep  under  close  supervision  any 
premises  which  are  reported  to  be  infested,  and  the  attention  of  the  occupiers 
is  called  by  leaving  leaflets  and  giving  verbal  notice  to  the  occupiers  as  to  their 
liability  to  make  their  premises  as  rat-proof  as  possible,  and  advice  given  as  to 
the  most  suitable  poisons  and  methods  to  be  used  for  destroying  rats  and  mice. 

With  respect  to  the  holding  of  a  “  Rat  Week,”  from  the  1st  November, 
1926,  the  Health  Committee,  as  last  year,  decided  again  not  to  hold  one,  but, 
after  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  that,  in  conjunction  with  the  City 
Engineer,  the  Rat  Officer  should  arrange  for  the  extermination  of  rats  in  the 
sewers  instead  of  holding  a  special  “  Rat  Week.” 

EMISSION  OF  GRIT,  &c.,  FROM  THE 
YORK  GAS  WORKS  WATER  GAS  PLANT  AND  THE 
YORK  CORPORATION  ELECTRICITY  WORKS. 

As  reported  in  1925,  further  complaints  were  made  of  the  smoke,  gaseous 
vapours  and  grit,  which  were  discharged  from  the  building  belonging  to  the 
'Water  Gas  Plant  at  the  York  Gas  Works,  adjoining  Fawdington’s  Lane. 
Eleven  observations  were  made,  and  it  was  found  that  a  nuisance  was  being 
(created  on  each  occasion.  The  attention  of  the  Manager  was  called  to  the 
matter,  and  he  promised  to  erect  an  apparatus  for  preventing  the  emission  of 
grit  from  the  building,  but  so  far,  such  an  apparatus  has  not  been  provided. 
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Complaints  were  also  received  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  grit  from 
the  York  Corporation  Electricity  Works,  Foss  Islands  Road.  Iwo  observations 
were  made,  and  on  each  occasion  the  grit  was  being  emitted  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 
The  erection  of  new  buildings  with  more  steam  raising  plant  was  under 
construction  at  the  time,  and  since  the  completion  of  the  work  the  nuisance 
has  been  abated. 


CONTRAVENTIONS  OF  BYE-LAWS. 

Complaints  having  been  made  that  hides  and  skins  and  parts  of  carcases 
were  being  carried  through  the  streets  without  being  properly  and  sufficiently 
covered,  the  Railway  Company  and  the  Hide  and  Skin  Merchants  were 
communicated  with,  and  requested  to  'comply  with  the  Bye-laws  for  the 
Good  Rule  and  Government  of  the  City,  and  for  the  Prevention  and  Suppression 
of  certain  Nuisances. 

Since  attention  was  called  to  the  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws,  care  has 
been  taken  to  cover  up  the  hides,  skins,  etc. 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  &c. 

The  usual  inspections  were  made  of  the  local  Theatres  and  Cinemas  prior 
to  Licences  being  granted. 

The  attention  of  the  Lessees  was  called  to  certain  defects  and  these  were 
remedied. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Three  cases  were  taken  before  the  Magistrates  for  failure  to  give  Notice  of 
Slaughtering  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924;  and  in  all  cases 
the  defendants  were  warned  and  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  prosecutions. 

STAFF. 

I  have  to  record  that  Messrs.  W.  G.  C.  Neale  and  F.  Metcalfe,  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  resigned  on  the  5th  April,  1926,  and  31st  December,  1926, 
respectively,  to  take  up  appointments  as  Sanitary  Inspectors  at  Islington  and 
Warsop  respectively. 

Also  that  Messrs.  W.  V.  Hargreave,  of  Derby,  and  C.  Cunningham,  of 
Coatbridge,  were  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies,  and  commenced  duties  on 
18th  January,  1926,  and  18th  May,  1926,  respectively. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  acknowledge,  with  many  thanks,  the  cordial 
support  which  has  been  received  from  the  A1 embers  of  the  Health  Committee, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Staff  generally.

BUTTER  AND  MARGARINE.

Flour,  the  latter  being  present  to  the  extent  of  21*4  per  cent.  I  understand 
that  the  sample  was  correctly  described  on  the  original  package  as  a  “  Mixture.” 

The  two  samples  of  Sponge  Fingers  were  free  from  preservatives. 

One  sample  each  of  Potted  Meat  and  Chicken  and  Ham  Roll  were  free  from 
preservatives. 

DRUGS. 

During  the  year,  fourteen  samples  of  Drugs  were  submitted  for  analysis, 
namely : — Three  samples  of  Borax,  two  samples  each  of  Camphorated  Oil, 
Olive  Oil,  Eucalyptus  Oil  and  Aspirin  Tablets,  and  one  sample  each  of 
Gregory’s  Powder,  Glycerine  and  Boracic  Acid  Powder. 

The  two  samples  of  Aspirin  Tablets  (5  grain)  showed,  on  analysis,  an

average  of  4  •  75  and  5  ■  1  grains  of  Aspirin  per  tablet.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report'  as  Canal  Boat  Inspector  for  the 
City  of  York. 

The  total  number  of  Canal  Boats  on  my  Register  on  31st  December,  1926, 
was  283.  Of  these,  157  have  been  broken  up,  transferred  to  other  districts, 
or  are  not  used  as  dwellings.  Thirty-six  boats  are  not  traceable,  thus  leaving 
90  which  are  in  use  in  the  district. 

No  registration  certificates  have  been  issued  during  the  year  1926,  and  the 
only  change  from  the  previous  year’s  records  is  that  one  further  boat  has  been 
broken  up. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1926,  90  Canal  Boats  have  been 
inspected,  on  which  were  174  men,  31  women  and  24  children. 

The  boats  inspected  were  generally  in  good  condition  as  to  repair  and 
cleanliness.  No  infringements  against  the  Regulations  were  observed,  neither 
was  any  case  of  infectious  disease  on  board  reported  during  the  year.

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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1926. 


While  the  general  death-rate  between  1898  and  1924  was  reduced  by 
38 ‘5  per  cent.,  the  death-rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  reduced 
by  45  •  7  in  England. 

The  opinion  is  frequently  advanced  that  the  fall  in  the  Tuberculosis  death- 
rate  is  the  result  of  the  fall  in  the  general  rate ;  but  it  is  pointed  out  that  while 
the  general  death-rate  shows  a  reduction,  that  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis* 
shows  a  greater  reduction. 

The  fight  against  Tuberculosis  has  met  with  great  success,  but  much  still 
remains  to  be  done.  Every  year  there  are  80,000  notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
in  this  country,  and  the  deaths  number  40,000. 

A  combination  of  different  factors  all  working  in  the  same  direction  had,, 
said  the  Minister  of  Health  (the  Right  Hon.  Neville  Chamberlain),  produced 
the  improvement : — 

There  is  increasing  resistance  to  the  disease  in  the  population. 
There  is  the  discovery  of  a  tubercular  bacillus  which  shows  how  the  disease 
is  infectious.  There  is  the  special  method  of  prevention  and  treatment, 
the  improvement  of  general  sanitary  conditions,  and  the  rise  in  the  standard 
of  living.  Last,  but  not  least,  there  is  the  spread  of  education  among  the 
general  public  as  to  the  dangers  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  wav  to  avoid  it. 
All  these  must  continue  to  be  harnessed  together  if  we  are  to  make  the 
same  progress  in  the  future  as  we  have  done  in  the  past.  The  principle 
of  our  sanatoria  is  the  basis  of  our  defence  against  Tuberculosis.  The 
appropriate  balance  between  rest  and  exercise,  the  open-air  life,  combined 
with  sound  principles  of  feeding — these  are  the  things  which  are  learned  in 
a  sanatorium,  and  these  are  the  things  which  build  up  bodies  into  which 
the  seeds  of  Tuberculosis  can  find  no  favourable  soil.” 

FUNDS. 

The  Annual  Flower  Crusade  was  held  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  18th  and 
19th  June,  when  the  sum  of  £146  3s.  4d.  was  realised,  £27  14s.  3d.  having 
been  collected  in  the  villages.  The  collection  was  £10  0s.  Od.  in  advance  of 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  expenses  were  the  lowest  on  record. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Capt.  Anderson  for  his  kindness  in 
permitting  the  use  of  the  Assembly  Rooms,  and  to  Councillor  Arthur  Wilkinson 
and  Miss  Maw,  who  took  charge  of  the  count. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  balance  in  hand  at  the  end  of  1926  is  augmented 
by  the  Deposit  set  aside  for  the  Training  Fund,  and,  in  addition,  by  £400 
allocated  to  us  by  the  Lord  Mayor  from  the  Tattoo  funds,  at  the  request  of 
Alderman  Inglis.

Twelve  children  were  sent  to  the  Scarborough  Convalescent  Home  for 

periods  varying  from  three  to  sixteen  weeks. 

Six  patients  were  granted  financial  assistance. 

Twenty-nine  patients  were  supplied  with  clothing. 

Nineteen  patients  were  supplied  with  sick-room  comforts,  bedsteads, 
bedding  and  bath  chairs. 

Two  patients  were  provided  with  a  Night  Nurse. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  34  patients  received  fresh  milk. 

The  Health  Committee  made  a  grant  of  £100  towards  our  Milk  bill,  and 
their  action  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Fifty-two  patients  were  given  Hospital  and  Dispensary  Notes. 

Two  patients  were  provided  with  spectacles. 

One  patient  was  supplied  with  artificial  teeth.

VARIOUS  FORMS  OF  HELP  GIVEN. 

The  help  given  has  taken  various  forms,  according  to  the  individual 
necessities  of  the  cases,  and  includes  : — 

Provisional  help  for  patients  who  are  in  need  of  immediate  assistance. 

Friendly  visiting  and  advice. 

Extra  nourishment  and  milk. 

Provision  of  separate  bed  and  bedding,  so  that  the  patient  may  sleep  alone. 
Loan  of  air-cushions,  deck-chairs,  and  bath-chairs. 

Provision  of  warm  clothing  and  boots. 

Loan  of  shelters. 

Payment  of  light  employment  of  partly  recovered  patients. 

Provision  of  Hospital,  Dispensary,  and  Maternity  Home  Notes  for 
suitable  cases. 

Payment  of  expenses,  or  part  expenses  for  boarding  out  at  the  seaside 
or  in  the  country. 

Assistance  towards  the  provision  of  artificial  teeth  and  limbs. 

Additional  help  in  the  home  for  advanced  cases. 
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VISITS  TO  PATIENTS. 

The  Dispensary  Nurses  paid  2,144  visits,  many  of  which  were  m  connection 
with  After  Care  work. 

SPECIMEN  CASES. 

Case  Paper  No.  2,931.— Patient,  a  widow,  whose  husband  had  died  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1925,  was  examined  at  the  Dispensaiy  as  a  contact. 
She  was  advised  to  have  Sanatorium  treatment,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Yearsley 
Bridge  Wards  for  28  weeks.  She  was  discharged  “  much  improved,”  having 
gained  sixteen  pounds  in  weight. 

During  her  time  of  treatment,  her  teeth  were  extracted^  new7  dentures  being 
supplied  by  the  Tuberculosis  Crusade  Committee,  towards  the  cost  of  which  the 
patient  made  a  small  contribution. 

Her  general  condition  has  remained  good,  and  there  are  now  no  signs  of 
active  disease. 

Case  Papers  Nos.  1  and  2.—' Twin  girls,  aged  5  years,  had  been  under  our 
care  since  June,  1925. 

There  wrere  no  definite  signs  of  Tuberculosis,  but  they  were  run  down  after 
a  series  of  childish  complaints. 

They  were  sent  to  the  Scarborough  Convalescent  Home  for  nine  weeks, 
and  returned  very  much  improved,  having  gained  four-and-a-quarter  pounds 
and  four-and-a-half  pounds  respectively.  Since  their  return  in  September,  1926, 
they  have  been  able  to  attend  school  regularly,  and  have  kept  well. 

BOARDING  OUT. 

Twelve  children  were  sent  to  the  Scarborough  Convalescent  Home,  for 
periods  varying  from  three  to  eighteen  weeks.  Parents  have  contributed 
£24  15s.  6d.  in  weekly  payments.  Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  unemployment, 
and,  in  some  cases,  because  the  father  was  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis,  the  Committee  bore  the  whole  cost  for  four  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  WOMEN  PATIENTS. 

A  number  of  orders  for  plain  garments  were  received,  and  these  were 
carried  out  by  women  patients.  So  long  as  the  work  is  well  done,  adequate 
payment  is  made,  and  so  far  this  arrangement  has  worked  well. 

A  special  request  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee  that  in  giving  orders 
for  the  supply  of  clothing  for  patients,  bed  linen,  etc.,  for  use  in  their  Hospitals, 
the  claims  of  this  employment  scheme  might  be  borne  in  mind.  As  a  result, 
some  excellent  orders  were  given,  and  £41  9s.  8d.  w;as  received  for  garments 

made.
